KH4, MIDWAY. Rick's, KH6JEB, short DXpedition attempt experienced multiple 
delays due to aircraft/transportation problems getting out of HNL to KH4. 
This KH4 attempt will be rescheduled at a later, appropriate date in the 
future. 


N6VI/KH7 NOT ON KURE ISLAND. Marty reports he was active in the the CQWW 
WPX CW Contest as N6VI/KH7, but was not operating from Kure Island. He 
was operating from his home in Hawaii and was merely using one of the 
new prefixes available for Hawaii amateurs in connection with the vanity 
callsign program. He tried to send "QTH Hawaii" regularly so as not to 
mislead anyone; the intent was merely to give the deserving contester 
another prefix multiplier they would not otherwise have. 


SOQ, WESTERN SAHARA (Legit?). Tim, KCOPA, who was active earlier this 
spring as KCOPA/SO in Western Sahara, has returned to the country for 
additional duty there until August of this year. He has resolved his 
legitimacy problems with the DXCC desk and is signing 4U/KCOPA.

P5, NORTH KOREA DETAILS.....

Full documentation of the recent P5/OH2AM operation has been submitted 
to ARRL, and the addition of North Korea to the DXCC Countries List is 
expected accordingly. This is quite a historic occasion, as North Korea 
will complete the list of countries by reason of government--it is the 
last of the United Nations member countries to be added. 


Two members of the recent P5 activity--OHOXX and OH2BH--have now 
received another invitation for a full-scale amateur radio activation 
using the respective call signs P51XX and P51BH. This second P5 
activity is scheduled to follow their trips home to Finland and the 
completion of data collection, QSLing, documentation and other post- 
operation tasks related to their recent BS7H operation from Scarborough 
Reef. OHOXX and OH2BH both worked closely with the Chinese Radio Sports 
Association to provide the logistics and transportation support necessary 
for the Scarborough Reef DXpedition. 


Martti Laine, OH2BH/VR2BH based in Hong Kong, and Olli Rissanen, 
OHOXX/DX1EA based in Manila, are both executives of a leading European 
telecommunications company providing telecommunications infrastructure 
on a global basis. In the course of their business travels throughout 
Asia, they have established good relations with the telecommunications 
authorities of the region. Both are avid members of the South China 
Sea DX Team--an alliance of Nokia Corporation employees promoting 
international goodwill through DX in the South China Sea region. 


VE8NC, RICHARDS'S ISLAND, CANADA. On June 17-18th, VE8NC, will try to 
activate this one for the CISA award. The island is in the Mackenzie 
Deleta North of Inuvik, and West of Tuktoyaktuk. The amateur station 
will be set up at a old DEW line station (radar base), which has long 
since been removed.
